court until it went out of the way, and
putside of the record to, in a bungling
manner, annul the act of congress pro-
viding for an income tax, which act was
the clearly crystalized sentiment of the
American people. Representative Coch-
ram, of Missouri, proposes to boldy take
by the horns the bull that lmpedes the
adeptlon of & Federal tax on incomes.
He has introdoced a jolnt resclution
submitting to the legislature of the
slates an amendment 10 the consuitu-
t.on of-*he United States which declares
that an income tax shall not be con-
gtrued as a direct 1ax within the mean-
ing of sections 2 and 0 of article 1, but
that congress shall have the power to
levy and collect a tax on incomes de-
rived from any source whatever, with-
out regard to apportionment or enumer-
ation

The amendment of the Federal constl-
tution is an exceedingly difficult under-
taking. Mr. Cochran’s proposition must
receive a two-thirds vote in both houses
of congress and afterward be ratified
by three-fourths of the states before it
can become a part of thé constitution,

An inoome tax is one of the fairest
taxes that can be imposed. The main
ohjeciion to the tax lies in the difficulty
of ascertaining the amount of income.
But this difficulty is not insuperable;
and the tax ls collected In some ¢oun-
tries with a fair degree of equity. There
i very little doubt that such an amend-
ment, if it could be pushed through
congress, would receive the azsent of
the requisite nomber of states,

JACK THEM UP,

The peaple of the Ulnted States, with-
out reference to thelr political convie-
tions, are much distnrbed over the dil-
atory action of the senate. Wanamak-
er's criticism  was wuaquestionably a
matter largely of personal disappoint-

ment. Still he uttered truthse Presi-
dent McKinley's adwivistration was
distinctly pledged o one thing. Be-

cause of this pledge he wos indorsed
very strongly, especially by the busi-
ness interesis of the country. That
thing was the lifting of s industrial
affairs from the low level of a free-
trade policy to the greater, more fc-
tive and higher-priced plain of protec-
tion. That the people should not tire
of waiting, or becomne discouraged over
vontinnous juactivity and dearth of
bugsiness, he convened congress in ex-
tra session and by special message toid
it what was desired. But oven that was
unnecessary. Both house aud senate
Enew what the werdict of the Amer|-
can prople had been, and what was ex-
pected by them. The house acted
promptly. T'pon the other hand the
senate has betrayed the trust reposed
in it. The Democrats went on record
that ther wonld not impede the speedy
pussage of any measure which the He-
publican majority might agres upon.
The Populists Indorsed the stand ta-
ken by the Democrate. Yet the fact
remains that days, weeks and months
are slipping away, being consumed i
dawdling. High protective Republicans
of the east are carping because the pro-
tection principle is asked for universal
appllcation. for western aml sonthern
land-producis as well a8 for eastern
factories. President McKinley has en.
deavored 1o bave the senate understynd
the deslmability of an Immedlate settie
ment of the tariff schedule, He has
polnted out the fact to the Republican
majority thar Republican sucress de
rends on such speady action and the
reture of good limes. Bo those who
seek to pold Mr. McKinley responsibie
for the fallure of the prosperity 1o re
turn as quickly as it was expectad 10
do are either ignorant of the facis and
the true situation of affairs or else they
aré prompied by malle. The only
place where the blamw can he fustiy
placed is upon the shoulders of the sen-
ate. There I8 just complaint on the
part of the people over the fallare of
the senate to do fts duty, but all those
who are finding faulr should remember
that if President MoKinler could have
bad his way & protective tarlf hill
would have been enncted aud in opera-
tion before this tdme.

CITY OWNERSHIP.

Almost everywhere one hears of de-
mands for municipal ownership and
eontrol of public services. Incloded in
thesa are walerworks, street rallways,
lighting and printing plants, ete. No
municipality can run a public service
so economically and effectively as a
company or corpordtion. Where one
administration ovuder some  reform
gpurt or spur might possibly do it, In
the long run tha service would be found
both dear and inefficient. Rings and
hoss rule are Inevitable where such
chances offer. Interesting facts bhear-
ing upon the economic waste involved
in mumicipal ventures in the fields nsu-
ally occupled In the United States, by
semi-public corporations, are cited by
the New York Journsl of Commerce
and Commercial Bulletin, in & recent
jssite.  They go to «how that such gov-
ernment operations are attended with
great and needless increase in the ex-
pense of operating large industrial es-
tablishments.

Momvover, the cost of supplies is
made excessive by political schemes
and the easy senze of duty which per-
vadea much of the government service
in the Unlted States

Whatever advantages may e claim-
od for the municipal operation of gas
works, sireet rallroads, and the like,
it is quite certain that cheapness can
never be made one of them.

& free list for goods notl coming in In com-
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petition wth A fi s; that
is a free list Including articles of manufac-
ture of which does not come Iin competl-
tion with American Industry, with a tari®
on articlea that do come in competition
with American production high encugh to
give the home manufacturer the advan-
tage? In other words should not the tariff
discriminate In favor of home Industrics
by laying a burden upon forsign competing
industries? And should not articles that do
not come In competition with home pro-
duction be piaced upon the free Het?

This does not state the proposition ex-
gctly as it Is. The protective dea is to
lay a burden upon fordgn wares that com-
pete with home wares. ‘The reasons for
this have been stated and restated. Also
on non-competing foreign productions there
should be no Import duty, unless it should
be necessary to ralse revenue to meet the
government's expenses. ‘This exception ls
important. It does not follow because the
protectionist proposes to lay a burden upon
competing forelgn goods he should arbi-
mranly undertake to raise all revenue from
this sourca. Such is not only unreasonabie
but might defeat the very end of revenue,
as there is a lmit, to go bevond which
would be to make the tariff prohibilive.
Of course a prohibitive tariff will not pro-
duce revenus. It does not follow becauss
the protectionist favors a discriminating
import duty in competing foreign goods
and Inclines to a free list made up of non-
competing forelgn wares that he should
favor ralsing all the revenue from the first
class of goods and be a free tradar as to
the second. Whils the necessary revenues
of the government are so large and this
revenua must come malnly from Indirect
tariff taxation it may be necesmary for
revanue purposss to lay import dutles upon
articles which the protectionist wouid pre-
fer to see otherwise upon the fres st

This argument from the pretended dis-
ecovery of the “confessed fallure of the pro-
tection' is not very deep.
